Meating also is of the opinion that 
very few school board members or ru- 
ral school teachers have been informed 
of the change. 


One of the laws repealed granted 


teachers a bonus for remaining at a 
rural school longer than one year. The 
second year the mentors received a 
bonus of ?2 per month, the third year 
51 per month and the fourth year $5 
per month. The second law repealec 
allowed $50 special aid to each schoo 
for installation of standardized play- 
ground and school equipment. 


The teachers' bonus provision was 


repealed, according to Mr. Meating 
because the bonus was so small that 
it did not induce a teacher to remain 
at a school if she had made up her 
mind to leave. The intention of the 
bonus was to make it profitable for 
teachers to remain at a school longer 
than one year. Another reason for 
the repeal of, the law was that some 
school boards took advantage of the 
teacher and instead of paying her the 
regular salary and giving the state 
aid as a special bonus, they would.re- 
duce the salary in proportion to the 
amount of state aid secured by the 
teacher.

The special school aid act was" re- 


pealed because' the new equalization 
law adopted at the last session will 
give smaller schools sufficient funds 
to meet the state requirements. The 
schools in larger distucts, however, 
will be losers.

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OUR TARIFF POLICY 


France proposes to the United States 


that she will postpone application of her 
maximum tariff rates to our exports pro- 
vided we will make some concessions to 
her. including a lowering' of a few duties 
and the lifting of certain sanitary restric- 
tions on her exports. It is a fair proposi- 
tion and one that ought to appeal to any 
nation disposed to be reasonable in its 
trade relations with other nations. 


Unfortunately the American tariff is 


not designed to be fair with other coun- 
tries. We have rejected everything that 
could be construed as reciprocity. Instead 
we have set up an arbitrary tariff wall 
that admits of no alteration, except as ap- 
plies to all nations alike. In other words. 
we cannot grant favors to those countries 
which would be disposed to grant us 
favors. Our tariff is designed to keep out 
entirely all foreign products that might 
by any stretch of the imagination be re- 
garded as competitive with 
American 
O 
•*- 


products. 
We do not want reciprocal 


trade relations with anyone. 


It does not matter that it is a foolish 


and shortsighted policy, we cling to it 
•despite the warnings and advice of our 
most discerning statesmen. The protected 
interests, which have thus far maintained 
an impregnable alliance with politicians. 
have kept this policy intact. It is a policy 
that taxes the American people hundreds 
of millions of dollars above what they 
' ought to pay for their living expenses. 
And it is a policy which has robbed the 
farmers and impoverished them for years. 


Whether "France yields to the United 


States is a question for it alone to deter- 
mine. We can do little under the law to 
placate her grievances. Furthermore, she 
may be assured that the protected inter- 
ests will not permit congress or the tar- 
iff commission to make any concessions 
of value. Our trade with France is rela- 
tively small. The explanation doubtless 
lies in our tariff policy, but 
we don't 


want to sell France more products, be- 
cause we might have to buy more from 
her, and that would be a.calamity of ca- 
lamities. 


The way out of the tariff dispute be- 


tween France and the United States is 
not easy to see. We hope, nevertheless. 
that France is in a position to stand her 
ground and at least bring to the attention 
of the American people, as well as to 
other countries, the one-sideclness of the 
American tariff policy and its total rejec- 
tion of the tmncinle of reciorocitv.

an iiivrcafc in the death rate from acute appendi- 
citis in tho last 10 years, instead of u decline as 
(here should have been, and on a .study of the Pit- 
nation these doctors find that there are main causes 
for the increased mortality, namely delay in opera- 
tion and the administration of physics in the early 
stage of the attack. In a laudable effort'to control 
these factors in mortality, the Pennsylvania inves- 
tigators had stickers or card;; printed and urged 
physicians who send appendicitis patients to the 
hospital to distribute the cards among- the patients. 
On each card was printed the following-: 


In the presence of abdominal pain, give nothing 


by mouth. Never give laxatives. Call your family 
physician.

Bower and Clark are too—er—- 
liberal, surely not conservative, when they allow 
one to six hours to fool around with a bellyache.

:'gas pains," or whatever they pleased to call jt, and 
if they were still whooping it up at the end of that 
seriod I turned them over to the tender mercies of 
die surgeon.

after IS hours of illness—to wit. three hours of 
ncllyache. three hours of medical consultation, etc..

•ou see I was ghcn a kind of twilight sleep which 
•emoved all anxiety and besides T v.as comfortably 
Yetnaized. I was in fair physical condition, thanks 
o the Brady symphony, and finally, j had an abid- 
ng confidence in the skill, experience and conscien- 
lousness of my surgeon. 
Moderate discomfort or distress or cramp per- 
iscing over a period of an hour of two may be de- 
batable, but any bellyache or "indigestion" severe 
noug-h to call for a remedy and persisting more 
han an hour—that's certainly serious and warrants 
medical attention.

-nember this: Castor oil is bad medicine for belly- 
che.

A MEMORABLE ANNIVERSARY 
Washington, D. C. — Within 
the 


week, Greeks who are in Greece, or 
in the United States, or wherever they 
may be, will do a lot of flag- waving 
and otherwise 'disport themselves in 
a manner indicating great joy. The 
occasion will be the 100th annivers- 
ary, on O.ctober 20, of the Battle of 
Xavarino Bay. 


To the world at largo this anni- 


versary recalls one of the decisive 
battles of history and the last major 
engagement that was fought between 
sailing vessels. To the Greeks it is 
virtually the centennial of their inde- 
pendence. 


Americans will be interested not 


only because of their sympathy with 
an oppressed and a long struggling 
people, but because one of the princi- 
pals in the spectacujar affair was a 
participant in equally stirring events 
in this country, but was not so for- 
tunate in the final result 


Briefly, the Battle of Navarino Bay 


was an engagement between a Brit- 
ish-Franco-Russian fleet and a Tur- 
co-Egyptian fleet in the .sheltered 
waters of a. harbor off the southern 
peninsula of Greece. It was fought, 
primarily, because all 
Europe 
was 


aroused over the manner in -which 
Turkey, v.ith cooperation of an army 
and a fleet from Egypt, was over- 
Running Greece and committing atro- 
cities of an 
unprecedented 
nature. 


The Turco-Egyptians, although far 
superior in ships and 
guns, 
were 


overwhelmingly defeated, and . Gre- 
cian independence thereupon became 
a tangible reality, rather than an 
ideal of patriots or a dream of poets. 


Incidentally it may be stated, the 


Battle of Navarino Bay was fought 
when nobody concerned really want- 
ed to fight," when no declaration of 
war had been made by either side, 
when the Turco-Egyptian commander 
essayed a double-croes, and when a 
British admiral elected to obey one- 
half of his orders and to ignore the 
other half. And that ^admiral almost 
got himself court-martialed as a re- 
sult. 


IT ALL CAME ABOUT 


A century 
and 
more 
ago 
the 


Greeks were waging a desperate war 
for independence from Turkey and 
they were being subjected to a dis- 
ciplinary warfare that featured all • 
the atrocities of which the Turk is j 
capable. Egypt was at that time a; 
vassal state of Turkey and the army: 
that V.-.IE ovcrrunlng: Greece was larg-; 
cly made up of Egyptians, as was 
the fleet that had taken possession of 
Grecian waters, while the comman- 
der of both land sea forces was Ibra- 


him Pasha, a son of the Viceroy of 
Egypt. 


All Europe was horrified over the 


ruthless treatment the Greeks -were 
being accorded, but the only nation 
that seemed disposed to do anything 
about it was Russia. The Czar made 
preparations to intervene on the side 
of the Greeks and let it be known 
that such was h'is purpose. 


It was a foregone conclusion that 


this intervention would he successful 
and that Russia would emerge with 
a commanding position in the Levant, 
as the Near East was then known. 
and probably with possession^ Con- 
stantinople. That was a 
prospect 


that caused the cold chills to run up 
and down every British spine, and 
to forestall it -England 
diplomatic 


overtures to Russia that led to the 
signing of a protocol in St. Peters- 
burg in 1S26, the nub of which was 
an agreement that Russia should not 
intervene in Greece v' until England. 
France, and Russia could agree upon 
a program of concerted action. 


In July of the following year the 


three nations signed a treaty, known 
as the treaty of London, the purpose 
of which was to "bring about the con- 
certed action that would drive the 
Turks out of Greece, although there 
were no avowal of drastic measures 
that would he taken to bring that 
about. A secret understanding 
was 


reached, however, that the Mediter- 
ranean fleets of the three nations 
should combine to make a demonstra- 
tion of force that was expected - to 
overawe the Sultan, the Bad Man 'Of 
Europe. Sir Edward Codrington was 
in command of the British fleet de 
Rigny was the French admiral, and 
Count Heyden the Russian. By vir- 
tue of his seniority the first named 
was made the Allied commander. 


AN ARMISTICE DEMANDED 


The first thing the Allies diC was 


to demand an armistice by the bellig- 
erents. The Greeks agreed to it read- 
ily, but Ibrahim Pasha said he would 
have to hear from home before he 
could stop fighting1. He-said he would 
send a. couple of brigs to Constanti- 
nople and to Alexandria to get that 
word and he promised that meanwhile 
he would keep his fleet in Navarino 
Bay and commit no overt act. The Al- 
lied admirals assented to that 
ar- 


rangement and went on abo^ut their 
business. 


Then Ibrahim forgot all about his 


promise and tried to sneak out of the 
Bay -with part Of his fleet Admiral 
Codrington headed him off and sent 
him back, and the n it was up to the 
Allies to do whatever they were go- 
ing to do. 


The British admiral found himself 


in. a rather embarrassing situation 
His orders from his government were 
in substance, "foi'ce the Greeks anc 
the Turks to stop fighting, but do not 
use force in so doing." Happily he 
could interpret his orders as he chose, 
and he decided to obey the first part 
and ignore the second. 


Accordingly on October 20, 1S27, 


about 2 o'clok In the afternoon, the 
Allied fleet sailed into Navarino Bay. 
It numbered 27 vessels with 1270 
guns. The Turco-Egyptian fleet con- 
sisted of S9 vessels .vitb 2000 guns, 
but in less than four hours not one of 
those ships remained afloat. All had 
been sunk or driven ashore. The Allies 
did not lose a single ship and their 
losses in killed and wounded were 
less than 600 men, while the Turks 
lost between 11,000 and 12,000 men. 


It was a tremendous vcitory and 


its effects were far-reaching. Within 
a short time the Turks were forced 
to withdraw from Greece, the Greeks 
gained independence, and the war of 
1S2S between Russia and Turkey was 
precipitated. 


In celebrating the 100th annivers- 


ary of the battle the Greeks will have 
elaborate ceremonis at Athens 
and 


,af Pyios, on Navarino Bay, and they 
will lay the first stone of a monument 
to the three admirals to whom they 
are so deeply indebted. Both England 
and France are sending fleets to Nav- 
arnio to participate in the celebration, 
and the British oficial representative 
will be General Sir Alfred 
Codring- 


ton, a great grandson of the admiral 
who commanded the Allied fleet. 


That admiral it was who saw ser- 


vice in the United. States during the 
War of 1812. He was with the Brit- 
ish forces that captured Washington, 
commanded the' British flagship 
in 


the attack upon the forts at Balti- 
more, and was at Now Orleans when 
Andrew Jackson put the 
finishing 


touches on the war. He did not, how- 
ever, win or assist in winning any 
such victories as that he was later 
to win at Navarino. 


It may be noted, also that the Bat- 


tle of Navarino Bay was not only the 
last major engagement 
of 
sailing 


vessels, but it was fought in practic- 
ally the same place where the last 
great battle of galleys was 
fought, 


and within a short distance of ths 
place where the first battle in which 
steam vessels participated was fought 
later, off Sinope in the Black Sea, in 
1S53.

son biothers, proprietors of the Spring 
Hurst farm, on Tuesday, in speaking 
of the work of the kilns invented by 
Prof. A. H. AVrisht oC the agronomy 
department of the college of agricul- 
ture. Jacobson brothers are the lirsl 
seed corn producers to build and use 
the kilns in Wisconsin, outside of the 
experiment station of the university. 


In the local plants. 100 bushels of 


seed corn has already been cured. The 
capacity of each of the series of tour 
kilns i:n M> bushels of cars, and each 
of the kilut. can be used independently. 
There is -,ij lifting of racks, nor ar- 
ranging of the ears, but shovels arc 
used in filling and emptying the kiln.i. 
Seventy-two hours 
arc required 
to 


cure a batch of corn in the new con- 
trivance. In the old rack kilns, throe 
weeks were required. If the fan were 
larger in the new plant, corn could be 
cured in GO hours. The corn is dried so 
rapidly that there ,is no chance of 
moulding or spoiling in other ways. 
Jacobson brothers have 500 bushels of 
seed corn to euro in their new kilns.. 


Before filling the kilns, the seed corn 


is sorted'and only the better ears are 
selected. 
After 
curins, 
the corn is 


shelled and graded. The grader re- 
moves the tip and butt kernels and 
defective kernels.

Mongols there has 
been an Asiatic 


strain in the people and an/inevitable 
interest in Chinese affaivs. Add to this 
the fact that Russia borders 
on the 


Chinese empire and has therefore an 
especial economic stake in what 
pens there and the added fact 
that 


China is now the most promising land 
in the world for a revolutionary Com- 
munist movement, and you may have 
the secret of the Chinese mania. 


In order to get the point of view of 


the government on this question I 
talked with the head of. the Far East- 
ern Division, Melnikov; with 
Kara- 


han, the former Russian ambassador 
to China, who secured the treaty of 
1924; 
with Chicherin, the foreign min- 


ister, and with Bukharin of the Com- 
munist Internationale.

sources state that Russia wants to 
help the Chinese people and to make- 
China safe for the Chinese. 


, 
CLASSES IN CHINA 


Buckharin sums up 
the 
present 


situation in China in this way: 


"There are three social class camps 


in China, three 
organized national 


centers. The first and most reac- 
tionary is the camp of the northern, 
army, with Chang-Tso-Lin at its head. 
This camp is entirely in the service 
of the imperialists and thinks of no 
reforms' but one, that of founding t 
new dynasty by crowning its 'mar 
shal.' 
At the present 
moment this 


camp is obviously approaching 
its 


downfall." 


The second group is that of the li- 


beral property owners. Eukharin be- 
lieves that if China had had 
great 


landed estates similar to the Russian 
type, it would have been easy to or- 
ganize a revolutionary pcasatry. But 
in China land ownership is much more 
widely spread. According to the Rus- 
sians, such military leaders as Chang 
Kai Shek, Feng- and Tan Shen Shi de- 
serted the Communist cause to pro- 
tect property. 


"This block is at present the strong, 


'est among the camps which are at 
war. 
Its forces will continue to grow- 


in the immediate future," says Buk- 
harin, but.he believes this group is 
beginning to show its real hand in re- 
prisals against the agrarian eleml 
in China and against the workers". 


TYPICAL POLITICIANS 


The third group is that 
of the 


Communists and their .unconscious 
sympathizers, the peasants, workers 
and small property owners. "Their lead 
ers are typical petty-bourgeoise politi- 
cians of the worst type who at the mo- 
ment of crisis would be certain to side 
with the liberals," says Bukharin. "In. 
fact most of them have already de- 
serted the Communist party which 
now illegal and has been driven un- 
derground. 
In spite of this the mem- 


bership has grown to 70,000. The chief 
strength of this third group lies in 
the masses. It is just because 
the
